We managed to stay afloat 
until the 27th, and when she went 
down everybody got off except 
about 20 men who were -trapped 
delow.

“I was in the water for eicht hours 
in a2 life belt and I was scared 
to death.” he confessed with a

“We were picked up by a de- 
stroyer and taken to the Philip- 
pines.” Cobb said. “The next day 
we flew to New Guinea and then 
back to the States.” 

When Cobb entered the Navy 
four vears age, he wos on convoy 
duty in the Atlantic. He wears two 
campaign stars on his European 
‘heater ribbon for servine during 
two German bombing raids. 

“The first raid was in October.

U. S. Captives Slaughtered 
Zy Germans in Open Field

AMERICAN FRONTLINE 
GIUM, Dec. 17.—-(4)—-Muddy and shivering survivors, weeping with 
rage, reported today that German tankmen with machineguns shot 
down captured Amerioans who were herded into an open field. 

“Those of us who played dead got away later,” said T Sgt. Wil- 
liam B. Summers, of Glenville, W. V., “but we had to lie there and 
listen to German noncoms kill with pistols every one of our wounded 
men who'groaned or tried to move.

I want to go back and kill every one of them.” 

Summers escaped with a gashed hand. H 
battalion was trapped at a road fork by a powerful German armored 
column, Heavy guns on the enemy’s Tiger tanks quickly shot up 
more than two dozen American trucks and lightly-armed vehicles.

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Allied Planes

Lt. Gen. Freyberg’s troops 
toppled the city on the Bologna- 
Rimini highway with simultaneous 
punches inte the town from the 
southwest and east, and then 
speared three miles toward Bo 
logna to the Senio river, reaching 
a bridge blown by the Germans. 

Faenza had been squeezed tor 
weeks by British Eighth Army 
flanking operations. 

Tossignano, 18 miles southeast 
of Bologna on the main Imola- 
Florence highway, became @ 
bloody battle scene after a heavy 
bombardment by Allied planes 
which left flames lea in the 
town’s outskirts. The ns 
inside Tossignano still were firm- 
ly entrenched. 

Freyberg’s men captured the 
hilltop town of Celle southwest of 
Faenza aftef a day-long battle and 
then broke over highway 9. Some 
units drove up to the Senio river 
on a wide front. Others turned 
down the road into Faenza. Brit- 
ish and Indian troops inched their 
way over a ridge west of the city, 
which other Eighth Army units 
forced in from the east across the 


Lamone river, , 

In 24 hours the Eighth Army 
took 550 prisoners. 

Farther north Canadians in the 
Eighth expanded their bridgehead 
over the Naviglio canal to three 
miles in width, but the fortified 
town of Bagnacavallo held out.

The “Old Hickory” division, as 
the 30th is known, crossed into 
Germany September 14 at the tiny 
border village of Horback. Octo- 
ber 2, the most recent date identi- 
fied with the geographical location 
of the division, its attack had been 
against the “Impenetrable West 

Wall,” known as the Siegfried line. 

For almost two weeks “Old 
Hickory” smashed against the Ger- 
man fortifications before a bridge- 
head was established. Since about 
the middle of October, the 30th 
has been under the sacred wraps 
of military censorship. 

The 30th sailed in December, 
1943, for its initial overseas sta- 
tion. Before leaving the United 
States the division had been sta- 
tioned at Camp Blanding, Fla., 
Fort Jackson, S. C., and partici- 
pated in the Tennessee maneuvers 
of 1943. ; 

Originally formed by National 
Guard units from Tennessee, the 
Carolinas, Florida and Georgia, 
the 30th was an All-Southern in- 
fantry division. Divisional com- 
mander at the time of induction 
into federal service was Maj. Gen. 
Henry D. Russell, with headquar- 
ters in Macon. 

The 12ist Infantry Regiment, 
118th Field Artillery Regiment, 
the 114th Hospital Company and 
the 30th Military Police Company, 
were among the Georgia units. 
Other units were from Griffin, 
Toccoa, Springfield, Forsyth and 
Atlanta. 

The present commanding gen- 
eral of “Old Hickory” is Maj. Gen. 
Leland S. Hobbs, of Massachu- 
setts. 


The 30th landed on the Nor- 
mandy beachhead June 15, and 
since then its story is almost a 
history of the western campaigns 
for the Allied armies. 

“Old Hickory” spearheaded the 
breakthro at St. Lo July 28. 
This end the “Battle of the 
Hedgerows and allowed Ameri- 
can armor to fan out over France. 
The division drove the Germans 
past the Vire river and a few 
days later in a spectacular attack 
forced a crossing. Those battles be- 
fore St. Lo were infantry slugging 
matches. 

After the “green light” at St. 
Lo, the 30th relieved the famed 
First Infantry Division in the Mor- 
tain-St. Barthelmy sector. Four 
German panzer divisions attacked

WITH AMERICAN TROOPS 
OUTSIDE BITCHE, Dec. 16. (De- 
layed), — (S) — Several thousand 
Germans are holed up in the vast 
Maginot line fortresses of the 
Vosges peaks in this part of north- 


ern Alsace blocking the entry of 
the U. S. Seventh Army left flank 
into Germany. 

“It looks like we will be the 
last ones over the border,” said 
Maj. John Nickels, Philadelphia, 
Pa., but then maybe we'll be the 
first ones out.” 

The Germans are making big 
use of the Maginot line in this 
sector. They well know the 
strength of the fortifications here, 
having tried unsuccessfully to 
take them themselves in 1940. The 
French still were firing from the 
pillboxes when the armistice was 
signed. 

A single main fortress can hold 
900 men. It consists of three or 
four underground levels with im- 
penetrable roofs. 

“You hear a lot of stories that 
the Maginot line was flimsy be- 
cause dishonest French contractors 
built much of it of inferior mate- 
rials, but that is not true here,” 
said Maj. Thomas Sheehan, Mont- 
clair, N. J. “Our biggest shells are 
en off the forts like peb- 

es. 

A prisoner from one of the forts 
said the only result of the heavy 
shelling was that it gave the Ger- 
man occupants earaches and 
caused them “mental anguish.” 

However, American marksman- 
ship has accounted for the Fortress 
Freunenburg—whose steel door 
was smashed in by a shell, scaring 
the Germans and causing some 
to surrender. 

Lt. William Kennedy, of Tallas- 
see, Ala., pulled off the neatest 
trick of all. 

While spotting for artillery he 
timed the rise and fall of the tur- 
rets and sent back his calculations. 
Later, an American shell arrived 
just as a turret rose out of the 
fort. Two were smashed in this 
manner in shooting from a range 
of seven to 10 miles. 

The Maginot line here has a 
fire coverage over an area three 
miles deep and more than 10 miles 
wide.

Farmers Draw Another Tough Assignment 


Georgia farmers, hard-pressed by a 
shortage of adequate help and unable to 
acquire tractors and other mechanized 
equipment, are again being asked to in- 
crease their production of war - vital food - 
stuffs. 


Wheat, oats and soybeans head the list 
of crops given added emphasis in state 
quotas annourced following a conference 
of representatives of the various agricul- 
tural agencies and the state AAA commit- 
tee in Athens recently. Georgia farmers 
are being asked to plant 815,000 acres in 
oats, 275,000 acres in wheat, and 22,000 
acres in soybeans, these being increases of 
16, 13 and 69. per cent respectively. 


In addition, Georgia farmers have been 


assigned quotas of 1,450,000 acres of cotton, 
1,225,000 acres of peanuts, 61,000 acres of 
lespedeza seeu, 4,400 acres of blue lupine 
seed, and 94,000 acres of flue-cured tobacco. 
Livestock goals are 1,115,000 head with 
373,000 milch cows and 22,000 sows to far- 
row in he spring. Broiler, hen and pullet 
quotas—all approximately the same — were 
not announced. 


The Georgia quotas are in line with the 
announced policy of the War Food Admin- 
istration to risk surpluses rather than 


_ shortages by maintaining 1945 production 


as near this year’s record level as possible. 


“We cannot risk the possibility of a 
shortage,” WF Administrator Marvin Jones 
said recently in discussing national quo- 
tas. “Total acreage for the year is approx- 
imately 364 million acres as against 360 
million this year. This is to allow a margin 
of safety in case of adverse weather and 
to assure maintenance of our reserve 
stocks.” 


Thus are the farmers of Georgia and 
the nation at large again called upon to 
repeat the production miracle which has 
kept our fighting forces and home front 
remarkably well fed throughout the course 
of history’s greatest war. 


That they will respond in the same 
magnificent manner as heretofore is not 
to be doubted. Farmers are cognizant of 


the importance of their job in the winning 


of the war. Given’ half a break by the 
weatherman, they again will overcome the 


obstacles which continue to plague them. | 


Segregation, Yes---Discrimination, No 


Segregation of the races in Atlanta and 
Georgia is a legal separation and so recog- 
nized. It was devised as best for the in- 
tegrity of the two races. The Constitution 
believes, now as in the past, that separa- 
tion as provided by law is for the best 
interests of both races, but consistently 
has pointed out that such separation was 
never meant to mean, as it too often means, 
discrimination against, and exploitation 
of, the Negro citizen. 


The law provides that segregation 
means equal facilities. Now comes the 
Urban League, composed of Atlanta’s lead- 
ing Negro citizens, businessmen, teachers, 
ministers, and so on, with a report for the 
Atlanta Board of Education. ‘ 


‘ It is factual, statistical, and it does not 
attack segregation. It merely calls atten- 
‘tion to one of our basic problems and re- 
veals that wé have not lived up to the 
‘duty imposed on us by segregation.

Atlanta has 26,000 Negro children of 
“school age. That is a little more than one- 
-third of Atlanta’s total school-age popu- 
lation. 


- The report discloses that Atlanta has 


>not met the problem nearly so well as 
Houston and Dallas, or Jacksonville and 


‘Nashville, cities of comparable size. At- 


lanta, with 26,000 Negro school children, 
has 5 schools per 1,000 population. Hous- 
-ton, with only 18,000 Negro children, sup- 
plies 1.7 schools per 1,000 children, and 


_— 


Jacksonville, with but 10,046 Negro chil- 
dren, offers 2.6 schools per thousand Negro 
pupils. 


It also reveals that because of this in- 
adequacy of buildings, Negro children re- 
ceive only 31-2 hours’ schooling per day 
as against six for white children; the 
library, vocational training, public health 
and other school faciilties, even to the 
number of books available, are half or less 
for Negro children. The amount spent 
per pupil, during the year 1941-42 was 


$37.50 for Negro school children as against 


$108.70 per white pupil. In short, in 
almost every phase of educational oppor- 
tunity the Negro child has not been 
treated fairly, nor has the requirement of 
the law been met. 


The League makes recommendations, 
asking for the same teacher-pupil rate, 
equalization of per pupil expenditure, and 
the number of books per pupil. Also rec- 
ommended are additional buildings and 
equipment, emphasis being put on the need 
for a high school convenient to the Negro 
population. ‘ 


The cost would be great, but Atlanta, 
searching its heart and conscience, can no 
longer hide the fact of this discrimination 


and cannot further support it. A begin- 


ning should be made toward solving this, 


one of our great problems of justice and 
right, looking toward the improvement of 


our whole community, .

Cotton Isn't 
Just Your Shirt 


From 1870 to 1900 was the years of the 
middle west. 
That was when the great farm belt began to 
lant fields into which the roots of millions of years of grasses 
— 2 and died and grown and died again to build a deep, 
c : 

That period of just 30 years is one of the most fabulous ones 
in the whole history of this nation. It was in that period we de- 
veloped what we now refer to as “the standard of American living.” 

It was a really fantastic period in which Americans began to 
live better, eat better and do better than ever before in their lives. 

No one paused to note that the agriculture of New England, 
important until then, was dying. It struggled for a while, but the 
rich acres were many and they poured forth food in a measure 
unprecedented and unknown. The agriculture of New England 
died. It stayed dead. It is revived somewhat today ih dairying 
and in a few small crops, but it is dead. 


Cotton Now, let us move south, to the land of cotton. Cot- 
ton hasn’t been in so tight a “fix” for so many 

years. It is only in the last two decades the going has become 

rougher than ever. The last 10 years have been the worst. 

Cotton grows in Texas. Cotton grows in the west. Cotton 
grows in California. 

And Will Clayton was one American who Yinanced the grow: 
ing of cotton on a large scale in Brazil, Peru and other nations 
of South America. Russia was self-sufficient in cotton when this 
war came. Japan was pushing cotton in China. Cotton was grow- 
ing everywhere, with more and more acres coming in. 

To help the cotton farmer the government worked out a plan 
to pay the cotton farmer a bonus, or a parity payment, above the 
world price. That price is from five to six cents a pound more 
than the cotton will bring on the world market. 

Here of late the cold-blooded men who deal in realism and 
cotton have said that the only thing to do about cotton is to let 
it seek its price level., They estimate that the world price of cot- 
ton will be, when the war ends and “peace” is here, somewhere 
around nine cents a pound, 

They ignore the human element—the 
cotton farm. They say, It's 


is no help for it.“ 

What are the facts? They seem to be, harsh though 
The F acts it seems, just what the realists say. If we don’t let 
cotton, and wheat and any other world crop, seek its own price 
level, we are in for a hopeless, economic snarl. 

They advise letting cotton seek its own price level, but they also 
insist that the government pay to the southeastern farmer at- 
fected, a bonus equal the first year to the crop he made the year 
before the world price plan went into effect. It would decrease 
a certain percentage each year, thus tiding the farmer over as he 
went into new crops. 

“Cotton,” they say, “tells a lie today with its price. It says 
there is too much cotton. There isn’t. If cotton were sold at the 
world price there would be a greatly expanded market for cotton 
for uses now impossible because of its price. 

“Half the cotton produced in this country,” they say, “can be 
produced at a profit at seven cents a pound. Texas can produce 
cotton profitably at five cents per pound. 

“Thus half the cotton farmers in the southeast, mostly the 
small ones on farms already struggling, would be those who would 
have to give it up and be financed while they went into other crops. 
More cotton would be produced by those who can produce it 
cheaply. The domestic and world market would consume all 
that could be grown. 

“What we are trying to do,” say the economists, “is to do what 
was not attempted in the period from 1870 to,1900 when the great 
middle west was coming into its own. If then we had attempted 
to save New England’s agriculture by restricting planting and 
production in the middle west, the economy of the whole nation 
would have been held back.” 

So—our best economists agree with the theory that we must 
abandon the present system or go ahead with it and become hope- 
lessly snarled in a program which will hold back the complete 
economy of the nation. But the economists have a plan which 
would not starve out those who have to give up cotton when it 
goes on a world-market price. 

That is something for the southeast to think about. Cotton 
isn’t just your shirt. It is a crop that reaches into every home, 
bank and business in the southeast. 

The middle west must think along the same lines with ref- 
erence to wheat. 

What we do, the decisions we make, will affect our whole future.

The need for organizing the party on a more militant basis has 
been stressed ever since the recent November elections. Four sue 


cessive defeats for the presidency have caused GOP stalwarts to 
take stock of the party’s shortcomings. 


Various suggestions have been made for a party or- 
ganization that will function the year round instead of merely dur- 
ing campaign years. 

Only in this way, it is claimed, can the Republicans overcome the 
enormous a accruing to an administration already estab 
lished in power. “Se 

The usual period of campaigning in a presidential election year, 
which is about three or four months, is simply not enough time for 
the party out of power to build up the organization support neces 

to win. 

At least that is the new thesis of Republican leaders who are 
urging that the party begin its preparations now for the presi- 
dential race of 1948. It is proposed that an elaborate organization 
rs set up at once to function consistently throughout the coming 
our years, : 

Doubtless some plan of the kind would be put into operation 
but for the effect it might have on Gov. Dewey’s future political 
fortunes. 

By virtue of having been the Republican nominee this year 
the New York governor remains the titular head of his party. He 
will continue to occupy that position for the next four years. 

Moféover, the Republican national committee, which is the in- 
strumentality through which all party matters clear, is under the 
domination of Dewey, who hand-picked its present chairman, Her- 
bert: Brownell Jr., a close persona! friend and political mentor. 
Anything that was done to revitalize the Republican national 
committee would therefore inure to Dewey’s benefit. He would 
be in position to exploit to his own advantage everything done to 
build up the party.

But that leaves a wide latitude 
of operations. He could go right 
back into the agency for which he 
worked and use his contacts, 
friendships and influence in seek- 
ing settlements on any claims ex- 
cept those he handled directly. 
Also it was pointed out that in the 
case of two men leaving an agen- 
cy, each could work on claims 
handled by the other and have the 
mg of an exchange of informa- 

on. 


This provision in the contract 
settlement act supersedes an 
earlier one in the 1943 revenue 
act, also modifying the 1872 act, 
and therein lies an interesting 
story of legislation and legislative 
methods. 

The provision in the 1943 frev- 
enue act lifted the two-year period 
laid down in the 1872 act—except 
for cases which the employe had 
handled directly—in a number of 
agencies, all concerned with war 
contracts. These were the War, 
Navy and Treasury Departments, 
Maritime Commission, War Ship- 
ping Administration, Defense 
Plant Corp., Metals Reserve Co., 
Defense Supplies Corp., Rubber 
Reserve Co., and War Contract 
Price Adjustment Board. The pro- 
vision affected employes serving 
from May 27, 1940, to six months 
after the termination of hostilities. 
Such employes, in other words, 
could leave the government and 
immediately handle claims, except 
for matters they had handled di- 
rectly. 

This was called to the attention 
of Rep. Satterfield, Democrat, of 
Virginia, who introduced a bill to 
repeal that provision and restore 
the 1872 act in effect, His bill was 
accepted as an amendment to the 
war contracts settlement act in the 
house, was approved in the sen- 
ate, but when the measure came 
out of conference between the two 
houses; the language as it is now 
was there, which lets the bars 
down.

Soviet policy is to achieve se- 
curity by creating an outer belt 
of satellite states around the So- 
viet Union, Where they can do 
so they are backing and installing 
governments, which, by social 
structure and Slavic tradition are 
likely to remain in the Soviet or- 
bit. They have revived pan-Slav- 
ism, and even the Orthodox church 
for this purpose, and capitalize on 
Socialist trends all over Europe. 


In the case of Poland, regarded 
as potentially unreliable, they of- 
fer a great extension of territory 
at German cost, know that if 
Poland accepts, she will be, re- 
gardiess of the present or future 
composition of her government, ir- 
revocably within the Soviet orbit 


make speeches about democracy fas a defense necessity. 


British policy is to create in 
Europe a western bloc, with a 
demarcation line between its in- 
terests and those of the Soviets, 
and through this to solidify, under 
British leadership, the colonial 
world. The colonies of the world, 
almost without exception, belong 
to Britain, France, Holland, Bel- 
gium and Italy. 


This policy involves having a 
security belt for colonial commu- 
nications, and in this, the Italian 
islands, African ports, and Greece 
are vitally important. 


American policy is to make a 
security belt in the western hemi- 
sphere, to leave the question of 
disinterestedness in Soviet and 
British “spheres” open, and plan 
for a vast postwar export expan- 
sion. The reorganization of the 
State Department has this in 
mind. In this latter ambition, col- 
lision is more likely with Britain 
than with the Soviet. 

Meanwhile, we plan a world or- 
ganization for peace, with all pow- 
er centered in a council dominated 
by the three great Allies, each pos- 
sessing a veto over any measures 
that might affect their interests. 
The obvious assumption of Dum- 
barton Oaks is that the smaller 
nations are the likely source of 
future troubles. This, of course, 
is nonsense, 

From the viewpoint of national 
self-interest all three policies can 
be supported—from the standpoint 
of future peace, they promise the 
next world war. The rioting in 
Greece is a symptomatic warning. 

To overcome this dilemma the 
following are proposed: 

1—Relief for the European peo- 
ples to quell rebellion born of 
desperation. This is vitally neces- 
sary but charity will not solve is- 
sues. Relief can be used for or 
against any one of the three poli- 
cies. The Soviets are sharing their 
bread with Poles, and not merely 
out of a Christian heart. 

2—Economic talks between the 
U. S. A. and Britain to modify 
British imperial policy by eco- 
nomic reassurance from America. 
This is too primitive an. explana- 
tion of British policy; no economic 
problems can be solved for all 
along the financial lines laid down 
in Bretton Woods. A conference 
will accomplish nothing unless we 
are all prepared to start again 
from scratch, and since neither of 
us is so prepared, the conference 


would fail, 

3—A new litical conference 
between the Big Three. Such a 
conference would be useful if it 
sought agreement on basic prin- 
ciples, equally applicable to all 
participants, If not, it can only 
carry the mischief further, ending 
in bargains, not agreement. Every 
bargain struck will make the sit- 
uation worse, and the return to 
principles farther off. 

The only way unity can ever be 
achieved is on the basis of prin- 
ciple. There is unity in the mathe 
matics class on the basis that two 
and two makes four, at all times, 
and for everybody. There can be 
unity on the basis of law, aimed 
at equal justice and impartially 
applied. F ,

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Reds, French 
Tell Terms of 
20-Year Pact 


LONDON, Dec, 17.—(UP)—The 
governments of Russia and France 
published tonight the terms of a 
strong seven-point 20-year treaty 
of military and economic alliance 
binding themselves to fight on un- 
til Germany’s complete defeat, to 
act together against any future 
German aggression and to co 
operate economically after 
war. 

The treaty was signed at Mos- 
cow December 10, and its provi- 
sions are: 

‘Article I— The two countries 
will fight at the side of each other 
and the United Nations and will 
aid each other in this war by all 
means. 

Article II— They will negotiate 
no one-sided agreement, armistice 
or mys treaty with any German 
regim 

Article IlI—After the war Rus- 
sia and France will act jointly to 
eliminate any new threat from 
Germany and to hinder all at- 
tempts to make new German g- 
gression possible. 

Article IV—If either power 
finds itself involved in hostilities 
as the result of German aggres: 
sion or as the result of Article III 
the other power will give at once 
all help in its power, 

Article V—The two nations will 
conclude no alliance or take part 
in any coalition aimed at one of 
the two nations. 

Article VI—The two countries 
undertake to render each. other all 
possible economic aid after the 
war to facilitate and hasten their 
reconstruction. 

Article VII— The treaty does not 


affect obligations previously as- 


sumed by either power toward 
third countries by virtue ol 
treaties already published. 

The treaty becomes effective 
upon the exchange at Paris as soon 
as possible of the necessary formal 
ratifications. It remains in force 
for 20 years thereafter, and if not 
denounced on one year’s notice or 
less at the end of its 19th year it 
will remain in effect indefinitely, 
barring renunciation a! one year’s 
notice. .

Joins Fight In 
North Burma 


BHAMO, Northern Burma, Dec. 
17.—(#)—American Infantry and 
Artillery troops known as the 
“Mars Task Force” are now fight- 
ing in the north Burma area and 
advance elements of this unit are 
closer to Mandalay than any other 
Allied forces in Burma, it wat dis- 
closed today. 

The U. S. force is under the 
command of Brig. Gen. John P. 
Willey, of Hampton, Va. The first 
news that American ground troops 
were fighting alongside the Brit- 
ish and Chinese was released aft- 
er one American unit commanded 
by Col. Ernest Easterbrook, of 
Carmel, Cal., made contact with 
the Japanese at Tonkwa, 65 road 
miles south of Bhamo and some 
120 miles north of Mandalay. Col. 
Easterbrook is Gen. Joseph W. 
Stilwell’s son-in-law. 


The “Mars Task Force“ is made 
up of veteran jungle fighters from 
the old “Marauders” who saw ac- 
tion in Burma last summer under 
Maj. Gen. Frank Merrill, plus In- 
fantry replacements from America 
and volunteers from U. S. forces 
stationed in the India · Burma thea- 
ter. 


Troops of the new task force, 
wearing jungle-green uniforms be- 
ing tried out for the first time, 
marched more than 200 miles 
through dense jungles and swamps 
before coming in contact with the 
enemy. 

The possibility of major sea- 
borne British landings on the west 
Burma coast was indicated today 
by an India Command announce 
ment thatea series of raids had 
been made along the 300-nile 
coastline during the past few 
weeks. 

The raids, by Southeast Asia 
Command troops put ashore by 
Royal Indian Navy ships, were 
described officially as having giv- 
en the jitters to Japanese who 
now are forced to watch their 
rear while withdrawing from 
north Burma. 

On the British 14th Army front 
advance elements of the 11th In- 
dian Division operating on the 
east bank of the Chindwin river, 
northwest of Mandalay, have push- 
ed 2 1-2 miles east of the village 
of Shwegyin and a town south of 
the Shwegyin-Yeu road has been 
occupied, a Southeast Asia Com- 
oe headquarters communique 
said,
